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BUSINESS STEADILY IMPROVING. 


Holyoke Mills Fairly Active—Philadelphia and Chicago 
Markets Active—Boston Expectant—Volume of Trade in 
Wisconsin and Miami Valley Increased. 


The demand for paper in New York continues strong. 
This week the attention of the trade is of course occupied 
to a large extent by sorrowful thoughts incident to the 
death and burial of President McKinley. For that reason 
the market has a quiet tone. Still, inquiries in regard 
to new business elicited the fact that orders were plentiful 
with the larger manufacturing and jobbing concerns and 
that the state of trade was satisfactory. There is, however, 
no big rush; on the contrary, the demand is steady, strong 
and shows growth each week. Book papers are firmer 
in the opinion of the trade on account of the movement 
reported last week to bring the soda fibre manufacturers 
together in some sort of an agreement. As yet there is 
no definite progress to report on the scheme, still present 
indications point to the accomplishment of some good. 
With an advance on soda fibre, which is predicted, book 
paper prices will also be increased. The demand for 
book papers evidently increases steadily. A number of 
the leading mill agents say that they have more orders 
proffered them than they care to accept, especially at 
With the jobbing trade the demand for 
book is also very good.

Increased Demand in Philadelphia. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, September 17, 1901.—Demand for all 
kinds of paper, with the possible exception of wrapping, 
shows a decided increase this week over last. Wrapping 
is in smail and unsatisfactory demand. Inquiry for book 
paper is particularly active, and it is with great difficulty 
that the jobbers are able to have their orders filled. It 
still continues to be harder to get goods to sell than to 
sell them. Writing papers are also in good demand but 
difficult to secure. One large dealer sent an order on 
July 2 and only received the invoice to-day. The death 
of the President and the consequent demand for mourn- 
ing goods made the black tissue market an extraordinarily 
brisk one. At this writing there is not a piece of paper 
left on the market, the Garrett-Buchanan Company hav- 
ing purchased every supply available in this city and large 
quantities from other cities for the purpose of manufac- 
turing wreaths, plumes and ribbons. Two machines were 
run day and night on these goods. 

A better market for selling roofing paper was never ex- 
perienced, but such low prices as now maintain were 
never experienced either. The warfare between two great 
manufacturers of last year has given way to a general 
warfare in which there are no sides, and in which every 
dealer, great and small, is out for business at any price. 
With a demand capable of taking all the stock manufac- 
tured there exists no reason, save the determination of 
each dealer to beat out the other fellow, why paying prices 
should not be had.

PULP WOOD. 


The Woods Available for Pulp Making—Percentage of 
Cellulose in the Various Kinds—Spruce the Main 
Raw Material—Other Woods Used. 





Although the ordinary text books on paper making and 
1¢ manufacture of wood pulp give mention of a large va- 

ty of woods for the production of fibre, yet in actual 
ractice, says “A Canadian Pulp Maker,” in Paper and 
Pulp, the number of woods used is very limited. Of re- 
ent years, however, the inevitable law of supply and de- 
nand has made itself felt, with the result that it is being 
und possible to utilize material that at one time manu- 
acturers would not look at. 

In the various reports of the Forestry Bureau of the 





United States Government we find the following woods 
mentioned as being suitable for pulp wood, viz.: Spruce, 
ine, fir, balsam, hemlock, poplar, larch, tamarack, aspen, 
ottonwood, basswood, birch, maple, cypress, willow, 
beech, chestnut. 

Now, while it is true that a certain percentage of cellu- 
lose can be obtained from all these woods, and that the 
juantity of fibre producible from a given weight of raw 
material does not vary largely as between the several 
voods mentioned, yet there are other important qualifica- 
tions outside of the mere yield of cellulose which affect 
he suitability of any particular wood far more than the 
percentage yield. 

It is this fact that limits the choice of wood, and so 
long as the supply of the wood giving the best results 
with least cost has been abundant, the pulp maker has 
confined his attention to those woods which give a fibre 

good color and strength at a minimum expenditure of 

bor and material. 

Until quite recently, therefore, pulp makers had con- 
fined their attention almost exclusively to the use of 
spruce, because this wood has always proved to be the 

st for the production of pulp, either in the form of 
hanical wood or as chemical pulp. 

That spruce ranks first as a pulp wood more on ac- 
sunt of its physical properties than for the chemical 
omposition of the raw material may be judged from the 
llowing table, showing the proportion of cellulose in

lhe woods which are mainly utilized either in con- 
ction with spruce or alone as pulp woods are poplar 
d balsam. It is, however, worthy of notice that while 
pruce is equally suitable for mechanical pulp or for 
mical, these other woods have only a limited appli- 
tion, Thus the use of poplar is almost entirely con- 
ed to the production of soda pulp, while balsam is 
nerally worked in with spruce in the manufacture of 
round wood. 
In actual practice the rules followed and the methods 
pted are so much a matter of local circumstances that 
s not easy to describe or define under what conditions 
best results are to be obtained. 
lor instance, some pulp makers have a great objection 
the use of balsam in the manufacture of ground wood. 
the other hand, it will be found that in many mills 
sam is used to the extent of 20 to 25 per cent. The 
{ difficulty experienced with balsam is that the wéod 
nds somewhat flaky and gives an irregular fibre. In 
majority of mills using this wood the usual practice 
to keep the proportion down to about Io to 12 per cent., 
| in this way the inferior condition of the fibre does not 
riously affect the pulp made. 
lt might be noticed in passing that the admixture of 
er woods with spruce in the manufacture of mechanical 
lp will often account for irregular running on the paper 


shine, because the physical condition of the fibres from 


ferent woods is not the same. Every paper maker 
ws that some pulps work free while others act just 
opposite on the machine. Sometimes it is necessary 
run the pulp with a large proportion of water in order 
get the stuff to felt properly, and for reasons of this 
nd the paper maker is apt to blame the quality of the 
ulp, and attribute the irregularity to the wrong causes 
A good deal might be done in this direction to deter- 
ne the approximate effect of certain percentages of any 
irticular wood added to spruce, say, for instance, the 
iulsam, so that the maximum amount might be made 
nown, For this it would be desirable to have a number 
{ tests made with varying proportions of the added wood 
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in which the conditions of manipulation and behavior on 
the paper machine would be closely watched. 

For the preparation of chemical pulp a greater number 
of woods are available, and it is easy to see that such 
would naturally be expected. By the process employed 
the non-cellulose matters are more or less eliminated, 
so that the resultant cellulose, or fibre proper, would not 
differ much as to its chemical composition, the differences 
being mainly those of a physical character. These are 
very varied, and then to such an extent that pulp pre- 
pared from one class of wood is not suitable for the uses 
to which pulp made from another wood can be applied. 

Thus, while spruce makes a good, strong, white pulp, 
poplar will also produce a soft, pliable pulp, which in its 
way is, however, as useful a material as spruce. 

Of late years hemlock has been tried as a pulp wood, 
with a moderate degree of success. The fibre obtained is 
somewhat dark colored, and of coarse quality, and is not 
suitable for anything but common paper. Another wood 
on which experiments have been made is tamarack, also 
known as larch. So far this wood has proved to be of 
little or no service for pulp. The cost of production is 
too high, as the amount of sulphite liquor required per 
ton of raw wood is greater than with spruce, and the 
complete removal of the resinous matters is a difficult 
operation. The subsequent process of bleaching is also 
an expensive one, and since the fibre produced without 
bleaching is poor, the pulp cannot be used for good 
papers. It is claimed that the proportion of chips and 
shives in fibre prepared from tamarack is another serious 
objection to its use. 

It is interesting to note in connection with the subject 
of spruce as the raw material for pulp that methods have 
been introduced to utilize the wood to the fullest extent, 
so as to obtain a high percentage yield. In some dis- 
tricts where the spruce is used for the manufacture of 
lumber as well as of pulp an arrangement is made where- 
by the large logs are converted into lumber and the 
smaller ones into pulp. In this way there is a material 
saving effected. When small logs are cut up into lumber 
a large proportion of the wood is wasted owing to the 
necessity of cutting the round log into a square piece of 
timber, whereas with a large log the amount is much less, 


he 


relatively speaking. For the manufacture of pulp t 
small logs are as equally serviceable as the large ones, 
while some claim that the former usually make the best 
pulp, so that the exchange is of advantage to all parties. 
Moreover, a machine has recently been introduced by 
means of which the slabs, as they are called, cut off from 
the large logs can be barked and eventually chipped up 
for conversion into chemical pulp. The economy effected 
is said to be considerable, though it is obvious that such 
a method of using all the wood can only pay when the 
cost of the raw material is fairly high, seeing that the 
expense attaching to the adoption of any such process as 
that described must be great, because of the labor required 
to handle the slabs produced. 

Generally speaking it is certain that the utilization of 
woods other than spruce will only be achieved as circum- 
stances demand, and it is hardly to be expected that pulp 
manufacturers will experiment with such woods until the 
supply of spruce runs a bit short, so that the manipulation 
of them can be managed at a profit. The present price of 
pulp does not seem to warrant many attempts in this di- 
rection just now. 

But at the same time the supply of good sound spruce 
in abundant quantities easily and cheaply got from the 
forests will not last forever under existing conditions of 
lumbering, and steps ought to be taken to see that the 
supply is not unduly shortened. 


The “Soo’s” Distributing Point. 


ToLepo, Ohio, September 16, 1901.—Because of its ex- 
cellent rail and water traffic facilities Toledo has been 
selected as the central distributing point for the Sault 
St. Marie Pulp and Paper Mills, and it is proposed to 
erect here a large warehouse for the storage of paper 
pulp. Already five cargoes of the material have been 
stored in one of the C., H. & D. elevators, which is to be 
used for temporary quarters until the warehouse is con- 
structed. 

As the company’s mills are located on the Canadian 
side of the Soo it is necessary that the pulp coming here 
shall pay duty and must pass through the custom house. 


Coroner Charges Paper Company With Neglect.

Watertown, N. Y., September 16, 1901.—At the in- 
quest of the man killed at the Taggart Paper Company's 
mill on Monday last, the coroner rendered a_ verdict 
of negligence on the part of the company. The evidence 
of some witnesses showed that proper care had not been 
exercised in staying and bracing the walls, and that the ac 
cident was due to this, it being caused by the caving in of 

a roof while the mill was in course of repairs.

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SUICIDE BY SHOOTING. 


James S. Packard, of Bulkley, Dunton & Co., Killed Him- 
self Instantly on Monday—A Member of the Trade 
for Very Many Years. 


James S. Packard, of the firm of Bulkley, Dunton & 
Co., paper manufacturers, 75 and 77 Duane street, New 
York, committed suicide on Monday afternoon of this 
week by shooting himself in the head. The scene of the 
tragedy was a small hill off the Ocean boulevard, near 
Kings highway, Brooklyn, N. Y. 

Mr. Packard took up a position on the top of the hill 
a few minutes before he killed himself, and with a re- 
volver clutched in his right hand he stood waving it, 
shouting to the passing throng to witness his end. Many 
of those near by attempted to get close to the man, but 
before anyone could reach him he placed the pistol to his 
right ear and fired. 

Mounted Policeman Williams, who was notified, called 
an ambulance from the Emergency Hospital, but on the 
arrival of Surgeon Fiscke the man was dead. The body 
was taken to the Coney Island station, where it was 
searched, and letters were found which gave a clue to his 
identity. Later in the afternoon William H. Rogers, a 
member of De Witt Council, Royal Arcanum, went to the 
station and identified Packard. The body was removed 
to his late home by permission of the coroner. No cause 
could be assigned by Mr. Rogers for the act of his friend. 
Other intimate friends of the deceased said that Mr, Pack- 
ard had been a great sufferer from insomnia and that for 
the past six weeks he had been unable to get any sleep at 
all. No alarming symptoms of his real condition were 
noticed by his partners or business associates, however, 
as he no doubt found some relief in attending to his af- 
fairs during the day time. Each night for some time 
back it has been noticed by his family that he became 
very nervous. James S. Packard was sixty-one years of 
age. Most of his life he resided in Brooklyn. 

When a boy he entered the employ of Bulkley, Dunton 
& Co, 


This was in about 1855 or 1856. He remained 
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with that house till some time in the early "60s, when he 
left to join the newly formed firm of Taylor, Geoghegan 
& Packard. This firm had a New York office near Front 
street and a mill in Brooklyn. Later Mr. Packard went 
to South America, where he remained for a few years. 
When he returned he again entered the employ of Bulk- 
ly, Dunton & Co., where he remained, becoming a partner 
in the concern in time. 

Mr. Packard leaves a widow and three children. As 
he has been in the trade, a few years excepted, for about 
forty-six years, Mr. Packard was one of the oldest in 
point of service in New York. He was much interested 
in Free Masonry, being a member of Montauk Lodge, 
and in other secret and social societies. The deceased 
was a very genial man and greatly beloved by his business 
associates and friends. All of these are much 
shocked at the unfortunate end of his life.

Outfits for Shop Accidents. 


A correspondent of the American Machinist writes: 

“The method adopted, or rather permitted, by the Fair- 
banks Scale Company, St. Johnsbury, Vt., as to outfits 
for shop accidents is well worthy of emulation. The 
company allows one of the local druggists to furnish a 
suitable cabinet and keep it supplied at his own expense 
with a few simple remedies, and in return for this he is 
permitted to have his business card prominently displayed 
on the outfit. The case contains absorbent cotton, a few 
rolls of bandages of different widths, adhesive plaster, 
particularly of the waterproof kind, a considerable quan- 
tity of baking soda for burns, a bottle of arnica, another 
of Pond’s extract and a few other specialties which the 
druggist may recommend for trial. No stimulants are al- 
lowed. The case also contains a sharp knife and a pair 
of shears, the latter being attached to the case by a string, 
so as to be at hand when wanted. A stretcher is furnished 
by the corporation, but no surgeon is regularly employed, 
since a hospital is located just opposite the factory en- 
trance, and it is only intended to extend such aid to the 
injured man as to relieve him until the doctor arrives. 
There are frequently one or more young fellows about the 
works who are studying medicine in their spare hours 
and who are competent to attend minor cases or check 
any dange rous flow of blood It is impossible to deter- 
mine whether these simple remedies have saved any lives, 
but I believe it to be a fact that no employee ever died 
from injuries received about the works, although the com 
pany has been in business about seventy years”

Paper Bag Makers’ Strike in Edinburgh—High Water Mark 
in Wages Reached in 1900— Where Great Britain 
Bought Her Pulp During the Last Five Years. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Lonpon, September 5, 1901.—The workers in a paper 
bag factory in Edinburgh have struck in consequence of 
a dispute as to the price allowed for making a particular 
class of bag, known in the trade as the sulphite. The 
girls asked for a penny more per 1,000 to bring the price 
to the same rate as that paid by other firms for making

They further say 
that even with the increase asked they would rather work 
on any other description of bag. The Organization Com- 
mittee of the Edinburgh Trades Council is working along 
with the strikers. 

According to the annual report of the Labor Depart- 
ment of the British Board of Trade the 1900 wit- 
nessed the high water mark as to increase of wages and 
reduction of hours for the working classes. The Labor 
Commissioner in his report writes as follows : 

“Not only did the general level of wages in the United 
Kingdom stand higher at the end of 1900 than in any other

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THE PRODUCTION OF TALC. 


Interesting Report by the Geological Survey—How the 
Mineral Is Used—Production by States—Increase of 
Its Use in the Paper Industry. 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasuincton, D. C., September 16, 1901.—An interest- 
ing report on the production of talc in the United States 
during 1900 has been prepared for the Geological Survey 
by Joseph Hyde Pratt. Through the courtesy of the 
Survey officials Toe Paper TRADE JouRNAL correspond- 
ent is enabled to present the essential features of the re- 
port in advance of publication. 

Tale is employed in the arts in two distinct forms—as 
powdered or “flour talc,” and as sawed pieces of various 
sizes and shapes. The flour talc is used, among other 
things, in the manufacture of wall papers to give them a 
glossy appearance. Some of the ordinary flour talc is 
used as a filler in the manufacture of paper, but the 
ground fibrous talc is utilized most.extensively for this 
purpose, nearly all of the fibrous tale produced in St. 
Lawrence County, N. Y., being so consumed. The fibrous 
and pliable character of the mineral makes it valuable for 
this purpose and causes the talc to be retained in the 
paper pulp, thus giving the paper additional strength as 
well as weight. 

The demand for pure talc suitable for grinding to a 
flour: is increasing, and prospecting is continually being 
carried on in new as well as old districts for deposits of 
this mineral. Fibrous tale is especially desired; but thus 
far the St. Lawrence County deposits still retain a monop- 
oly of this variety. From examinations of the North 
Carolina tale, especially that from the Hillyer mine, 
Cherokee County, it seems as though some of this would 
give satisfaction for this use, and would in time come into 
competition with St. Lawrence product. 

Tale is a very common mineral, and in small quantities it 
is widely distributed. The talc deposits of New York are 
found in Edwards and Fowler townships of St. Lawrence 
County.

A Hearing in Its Case—It Has 1,500 Tons of Pulp on 
Hand—Decision on the Question of Operating 
the Plant. 


St. Joun, N. B., September 14, 1901.—Last Saturday 
afternoon there was a short hearing in the matter of the 
Maritime Sulphite Fibre Company, Limited, of Chatham, 
before Justices Barker and McLeod. The provisional 
liquidator, Hon: L. J. Tweedie, was present, as were also 
the Attorney-General and A. H. Hannington, representing 
unsecured creditors, and H. H. McLean, representing the 
receiver, W. C. Winslow, and the Bank of Montreal, 
holders of the debentures of the company. 

The Attorney-General stated that Mr. Winslow had in- 
formed him that it was desirable to sell the pulp (about 
1,500 tons) now on hand, and he suggested that an order 
should be made allowing the sale jointly by the liquidator 
and receiver, the proceeds to be placed to their joint 
credit, subject to the order of their honors. Mr. McLean 
objected, claiming that the moneys should go to the Bank 
of Montreal, which would be liable to the court to ac- 
count for them. He also said that when there was an 
opportunity of making a sale he would prefer coming for 
a distinct order. No agreement being reached between 
the counsel no order was made. 

A discussion took place as to operating the mill, during 
which Mr. McLean stated that it would be unfair that it 
should be operated at the expense of the Bank of 
Montreal or the trust company, as it had recently been 
operated at considerable loss, and its operation at present 
would also likely be attended with loss. Both the judges 
stated that there was no power to compel the bank or 
trustees to operate it if they did not wish to do so. Refer- 
ence was made by Mr. Tweedie to the statement which 
had been made that the fact of the Surveyor-General, not 
having recognized the transfer of timber license to the 
trust company, interfered with the operation of the mill, 
and he stated that this was absurd, because lumber from 
the limits could not be cut until next winter, and would 
not be available until spring, while there were now on 
hand, in the possession of lumber operators, about 8,000.- 
ooo feet, which had been got out specially for the pulp

company, under contract, but which had not been de- 
livered, because it had not been paid for. This lumber 
could be had at any time and would keep the mill going 
for months. 

It is not likely that any definite course of action will be 
decided on until after the appointment of the permanent 
liquidators, which is to be made on the 2oth inst. 


The Great Northern to Enlarge Plant. 


The Great Northern Paper Company last week started 
on the preliminary work for a new six machine mill at 
Madison, Me. Owing to the lateness of the season it is 
not expected that much can be accomplished before 
winter sets in. The work is to be pushed right along and 
the ground prepared for the building, which will be 
erected next spring. The site selected is on the river, 
below the other mill of the company. The latter is a two 
machine mill. When the new one is finished the Great 
Northern will have eight machines running at Madison. 

In regard to the kind of machines to be put in, it is 
understood in the trade that the six new ones will be 
made by the Rice, Barton & Fales Iron and Machine 
Company, and are to be ready for delivery next fall. 
It is also stated on good authority that the Great 
Northern is to put in six more machines at Millinocket 
just as soon as the officials are perfectly sure that the 
power is strong enough to drive the additional machines 
This time has now about arrived. Still, in order to be 
absolutely convinced the officials will wait a little longer, 
although they have no doubts at present in regard to the 
extent of the power at Millinocket. 

With the addition of twelve machines, six in the new 
mill to be erected at Madison, Me., and six more in the big 
mill at Millinocket, the total production of news paper 
by the company will, when the contemplated work is 
finished, be about 650 tons daily. At present the produc- 
tion is about 275 tons. The twelve new machines are ex- 
pected to make at least 30 tons per day each, or about 360 
tons. This added to the present production will bring 
the total output up to 635 tons. Roughly estimated the 
future production of the company will be 650 tons daily. 
All the new machines that are to be put in are to be even 
wider than those now in use at either the Madison or the 
Millinocket mill. 
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FOREIGN NOTEs. 


There are in Norway 196 pulp mills, employing nearly 
8,000 hands. 

Habo Sulfitfabrik, Habo, Sweden, has been destroyed 
by fire. This is the fourth sulphite mill burned within 
the last few months. 


At a recent meeting of German leather board and wood 
pulp board makers it was decided to make no alteration 
in present prices. 

Prof. Dr. B. Fischer, of the Breslau University, claims 
to have discovered a process by which water containing 
iron can be successfully separated from the latter. 

Dividends have been declared by German paper trade 
establishments as follows: Elberfelder Papierfabrik Ac- 
tien Gesellschaft, 714 per cent.; Vereinigte Pinselfabriken, 
II per cent. 

Writing paper was imported into Oporto in 1900 to the 
extent of 66.310 kilos., compared with 47,404 kilos. during 
1899; while 381.434 kilos. of paper of other qualities was 
received, as against 565,490 kilos. in the previous year. 

Aktiengesellschaft fur Stein und Lichtdruck Verfahren, 
with a share capital of 250,000 marks, has been amal- 
gamated with the firm of Paul Trommer, in Nerchau, 
Germany, under the style of Aktien Gesellschaft fur Photo 
Steindruck vormals Paul Trommer. 

At the paper machinery works of Karl Krause, Leip- 
zig, Oswald Rudolph, carpenter, recently celebrated his 
twenty-five years’ jubilee. This makes the thirty-fifth 
employee who has attained this distinction in Mr 
Krause’s establishment. He received congratulations and 
various presents from both principals and workpeople. 

The Scandinavian Association of Chemical Pulp Mak- 
ers, Swedish Section, recently heid a meeting at the 
’Change in Gothenburg, with Mr. af Ekstrém as presi- 
dent. There was a general sentiment expressed for a 
joint agreement with the makers in Germany, Austria 
and Norway, with a view to advancing the extremely de- 
pressed prices of chemical pulp by a reduction of the pro- 
duction along the whole line. Delegates were appointed 
for further negotiations with the committees of said coun- 
tries, which will shortly meet at Copenhagen.

We have no objec- 
tion to your using our opinion in converting any ‘‘ Doubting 
Thomas’? to whom you may wish to sell the right to use the

730, while in 1900 the production was 63,500 tons, valued 
at $490,500. Since the development of the fibrous talc in 
dustry here, imports of foreign talc have almost ceased, 
and of late have been shipping considerable 
quantities of our goods to paper makers and others in

Actual Piant Now in Operation. 


In THe Paper TRADE JOURNAL of March 8, 1900, there 
was printed a synopsis of a paper by Prof. E. Josse, head 
of the mechanical laboratory of the Royal Technical 
School at Charlottenburg, Germany, in which he described 
a new steam engine patented 188 by G. Behrend, of 
Hamburg, and Dr. Zimmerman, of Ludwigshafen. The 
engine has an auxiliary motor designed to increase the 
efficiency of the engine by utilizing the heat that ordi- 
narily goes to waste in the exhaust steam of a high pres- 
sure, or in the circulating water of a low pressure or con- 
densing engine. 

A waste heat engine has been built, and has been in 
daily operation at the Berlin Electrical Works 
past three months, its efficiency being carefully recorded. 

Frank H. Mason, United States Consul-General at Ber- 
lin, has made a report as to Professor Josse’s experi- 
In it he says:

ments and the new engine 


The idea of the present invention is to utilize wasted 
heat for evaporating a liquid which boils, and therefore 
volatilizes, at a much lower temperature than water. Two 
of such liquids ammonia and sulphur dioxide (SO:)— 
have been successfully used in the refrigerating industry. 
For the reasons that sulphur dioxide has a viscous con- 
sistency and does not attack, but, on the contrary, lubri- 
cates, iron, and because the pressure of its vapors at the 
temperature of waste steam is readily eontrolled, it has 
been used from the first as the best material for this pur- 
pose. At 140° Fahr., which is the temperature of steam 
in a maximum or 8o per cent. vacuum, sulphur dioxide 
vapor has a pressure of 15644 pounds per square inch, 
while at 60 Fahr., the mean temperature of the cooling 
water in the condenser, the pressure is about 41 pounds 
per square inch. There is therefore a range of 80° Fahr., 
throughout which the exhaust steam from a steam engine 
will evaporate sulphur dioxide with such energy that its 
vapor will exert a ready and potent expansive force. The 
conservation of this expansive ltorce as a mechanical mo- 
tive power is the function of the “waste heat,” or, as it is 
otherwise called, the “cold steam,” engine. For this pur- 
pose, an additional or auxiliary single cylinder engine is 
placed adjacent to the steam engine and geared either to 
the same driving shaft or run independently with its own 
driving shaft and flywheel. The sulphur dioxide is evap- 
orated by the exhaust steam heat in a special type of 
boiler called the “atomizer.” The vapor thus generated 
passes through the cylinder, and, its effective work being 
done, it escapes into the SO, condenser, where it is con 
densed to liquid form and pumped back into the vapor 
izer, thus forming a cycle and being used over and over 
again indefinitely, as has been fully described in the pre- 
vious report, which described the experiments down to 
the close of 1899. 

We come now to the subsequent operations. 
the process is technically direct and simple, it was found 
to involve in practice several new mechanical difficulties. 
As sulphur dioxide gas is deleterious to the lungs, it was 
necessary to make all joints and packing—particularly 
that of the valve and piston rods—so perfect that, how- 
ever great the pressure, none of the dioxide gas or liquid 
should escape. In the presence of air or water the neutral 
dioxide rapidly oxidizes into sulphuric acid (H:SO,), which 
attacks iron and other metals. It is therefore necessary 
that the whole apparatus shall be air and water tight, and 
this, to resist an internal pressure of 150 pounds per square 
inch, requires good materials, first-class workmanship, 
and intelligent supervision when in” operation. The sur- 
face condehser, which is required to transmit great quan- 
tities of heat energy with a minimum loss of temperature, 
also required some special adaptation to the treatment of 
sulphur dioxide vapor. All these difficulties, as revealed 
by the experiments in 1899, were carefully provided for in 
the new plant. 

This was a cold vapor cylinder of 101% inch bore and 
192 inch stroke, which was attached to a 150 horse power 
triple expansion GOrlitz engine of high efficiency, which is 
regularly employed at the Technical High School for elec- 
tric lighting and experimental purposes. The engine is 
of an improved modern type, the high and intermediate 
pressure cylinders being placed tandem and horizontal, 
while the low pressure cylinder is vertical, and all three 
act upon the same crank and driving shaft. The cold vapor 
cylinder is made of cast iron covered, not with a heating 
jacket, but with a simple sheet iron casing packed with felt. 
It is proportioned for a maximum working pressure of 
215 pounds per square inch

condenser and vaporizer may be placed in any desired posi- 
tion convenient to the engine and best adapted to local 
conditions. Thus constituted and arranged, the waste heat 
engine at the Technical High School has been run almost 
continually since the end of September, 1900, without acci- 
dent or any serious difficulty. During the hours when the 
storage batteries are being charged it has been run up to 
a speed of 168 revolutions per minute. 

The load has been a direct connected continuous current 
dynamo, with a rated output, at 150 revolutions, of 400 
amperes and 240 volts, which, as the official report states, 
was sometimes overloaded as high as 40 per cent. as a 
means of testing the increased capacity obtained by the 
addition of the waste heat cylinder. The result, in respect 
to both steam consumption and electrical output, has been 
measured by the highly perfected standardized instruments 
and methods with which the Technical High School is 
fully equipped. The complete official record is too elab- 
orate and technical for comprehension by other than an 
expert reader; but it will be sufficient for the present pur- 
pose to say that, as a net result, the waste heat engine 
delivered an additional energy equal to 34.2 per cent. of 
that of the triple expansion steam engine. Its economy is 
measured by the fact that, when working, it enabled the 
steam consumption to be reduced from 11.2 pounds to 8.36 
pounds per indicated horse power hour, a very successful 
result when the smallness of the unit is considered. The 
same proportionate saving in large engines of 2,000 or 
3,000 horse power would constitute a highly important 
economy in these days of costly fuel and insatiable demand 
for vast steam power in electrical power and lighting 
stations. 

While these careful and continuous experiments have been 
in progress at the Technical High Schoo!, a cold vapor 
engine plant has been constructed, put in operation, and 
tested in actual daily service at the central station of the 
Berlin Electrical Works in Markgrafen strasse. This is 
the oldest of the power stations of the company, and is 
equipped with what is now considered relatively small 
units, viz., vertical compound engines of 360 horse power, 
of Belgian construction, which have an average steam con- 
sumption of 18.35 pounds per indicated horse power hour. 
With a steam consumption as high as this, there is abun- 
dant chance for economy by utilizing the waste heat. 
Moreover, this was a case in which more power was ur- 
gently needed at the station. Either the cold vapor aux- 
iliary plant or new steam boiler and engine had to be sup- 
plied. 

Accordingly, a cold vapor engine of 175 horse power 
was built by Freund, of Berlin, and put in operation in 
May of this year. It is a single, horizontal cylinder ma- 
chine, the piston being 17% inches in diameter, with 20- 
inch stroke, and, unlike the smaller engine at Charlotten- 
burg, is geared independently to a directly coupled dy- 
namo, which feeds into the service cables of the company. 
Working thus as a separate unit, the efficiency of the cold 
vapor engine can be measured and recorded with great 
precision, and the net result may be condensed into the 
statement that at an average speed of 130 revolutions per 
minute it delivers 150 brake horse power—an addition of 
41.7 per cent. to the working energy of the compound 
steam engine, from which it receives and utilizes the 
waste heat in form of exhaust steam. What this means 
will be made more plain when it is considered that the 
combined power stations of the Berlin Electrical Supply 
Company contain steam engines which, with an average 
steam consumption of 12.3 pounds per indicated horse 
power hour, have a total output of 142,300 horse power, to 
which, by the use of cold vapor engines, there may be 
added 55,000 horse power without increasing by so much 
as a pound the consumption of coal. The system adapts 
itself with especial readiness to large plants which, like 
power and lighting stations in growing cities and towns, 
have to meet a steadily increasing demand for current. 
This the cold vapor engine enables them to do without in- 
crease of boiler or steam engine capacity, by simply saving 
heat energy which has previously gone to waste. 

Although it has been from the first in careful and scien- 
tific hands, it meed hardly be said that the dioxide vapor 
engine js as yet in the infancy of its development and appli- 
cation. It has been regarded with skepticism and incredu- 
lity by most practical engineers in this country, but these 
have yielded to the hard logic of its demonstrated effi- 
ciency. It has not yet been tested on shipboard, but it is 
believed that in view of the tremendous losses of heat 
energy in the condensers of an ocean greyhound, the 
abundance of cooling water, and with all the incentive to 
fuel economy at sea, its most important future application 
may be in connection with marine engines. It has not yet 
been tested with the waste heat of furnaces, although it is 
well known that even in the best installations from 20 to 
25 per cent. of the thermal energy generated by the burn- 
ing coal escapes up the chimney. The burnt gases and 
heated cooling water of gas engines are also a leak of 
wasted energy which the cold vapor engine may in future 
serve to close. Experience shows that in an average gas 
engine not more than 26 per cent. of the thermal energy 
of the gas is transformed into work, while 71 per cent 
is carried off in the waste gases and water of circulation. 
The gas engine is only less wasteful than the steam en- 
gine; both leave a wide margin of loss to be garnered and 
saved by the resources of modern science. 

The report of Professor Josse, from which the foregoing 
results are derived, goes extensively into the question 
of comparative costs of installation. Condensed to theit 
most concise compass, his conclusions are that a com 
bined steam waste heat plant of 1,600 horse upwer, includ- 
ing compound steam engines of 1,200 indicated horse 
power and a cold vapor plant of 400 indicated horse power, 
complete in every detail, would cost in Germany 21 2,000 
marks ($50,456), while a triple expansion steam engine o 
1,600 horse power, without vapor engine. would cos< 
206,000 marks ($49,028), a difference of only $1,424, which, 
with steam coal at $4.15 per ton, as at Berlin, would be 
saved in a short time by the cold vapor auxiliary. 

Coming down to actual facts, the net cost of the 175 
power waste heat engine plant at the Markgrafen 
street power station was 49,700 marks ($11,828.60), and of 
a gas engine plant, also of 175 horse power, 47,625 marks 
($11,334.75), a difference so slight as to be negligible in 
presence of other and more important considerations 
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Embedding Scrim in Paper. 


Frederick Billing, of Ingleside, Sternsham Hill, Mosley 
Birmingham, England, has patented an invention tor em 
bedding woven or matted material in paper pulp on th: 
As the liquid or semi-liquid pulp issues from th: 
trough through a hopper on to the wire woven or plaited 
material is simultaneously fed forward with the pulp 
and becomes embodied or incorporated in it. This wove: 
or plaited material, which may be what is known in th« 
“scrim,” may be wound on a roller mounted 
bearings in front of the pulp trough, and a guide roller 
may also be employed, under which the material passes, 
and as the pulp issues through the hopper the materia! 
is carried forward with the pulp. As the pulp and woven 
material travel forward during the process of making the 
paper in the usual manner, the open spaces in the net 
work of the material are filled up with the pulp. In some 
cases another hopper, extending from the pulp trough to 
the front of the guide roller, may be arranged, so that as 
the pulp from the first hopper and the woven material 
travel forward another layer of pulp is deposited onto the 
material, which then passes forward and is made 
in the usual way. Mr. Billing claims that by 
only the strength of the 
paper, but considerably reduces the cost of pro- 
duction, as the strength of the paper chiefly depends 
the strength of the woven material incorporated or em 
bodied with it, and not upon the quality of the pulp used. 
thus producing a stronger paper than has hitherto been 
possible with an inferior quality of pulp. And, further. 
the amount of labor and power required to produce this 
inferior pulp is considerably less than that required to 
produce a better quality of pulp.

The growing disposition of the Cubans and Porto 
Ricans to trade with the United States is illustrated by 
some figures prepared by the Treasury Bureau of Statis- 
tics, showing the exports to those islands during the last 
two fiscal years.

The Many Uses for Paper. 

There have in recent years been made of 
paper water and sewer mains which prom- 
ise to be of value, says the Scientific Amer- 
ican. These are hardened and treated 
chemically, so that they are more imper- 
vious to water than some of the iron and 
earthenware mains. It remains to be 
proved by actual test whether they can 
outlast some of the latter. The announce- 
ment was made a few years ago that paper 
window panes had actually been made and 
used; but these were much like the oyster 
shell window panes of the Filipino huts. 
hey may admit a certain amount of light 
to brighten up the interior, but they could 
never be looked through with any degree 
of satisfaction. Still, a semi-opaque glass 
is olten needed for the ceilings of public 
buildings, where the light admitted must 
be dimmed and diffused in passing through 
the substance. Paper window panes have 
been used in this way with more or less 
Success, 

We are not only the greatest producers 
of paper in the world, but we have adapted 
it to more practical uses than any other 
nation. Our machinery for making paper 
and for converting it into useful articles of 
commerce surpasses that of any two Euro- 
pean nations, and even in France and 
Germany, where the refinement of pa- 
per finishing has for years reached the 
high water mark, our machinery is largely 
used. In fact, it might be said with con- 
iderable truth that our paper machinery 
has outstripped our paper production, and, 
great as the latter is, the former eclipses it 
n extent and variety. 





serviceable substitutes for table linen. Like- 
wise the paper vests and paper undercloth- 
ing and lining of winter suits are prepared 
for practical use, and they accomplish 
nearly all that is claimed for them. The 
paper vests and lining are made so thin 
that their weight is practically nothing, and 
yet they keep out the wind and cold. They 
are chemically treated so that they will last 
a long time. They are also manufactured 
so that they do not make the rustling sound 
usually characteristic of paper, and they are 
pliable enough not to stand out or bulge 
the cloth in any way. 

Waterproofing and, more recently, fire- 
proofing of paper have occupied the at- 
tention of chemists and practical paper 
makers. Paper made waterproof and as 
fine as the ordinary napkins and table- 
cloths would prove a boon to many lines 
of industries, especially at restaurants and 
hotels. It is said that public eating houses 
are waiting anxiously for durable paper 
napkins and tablecloths. Waterproof pa- 
per is made to-day, but not in such a way 
as to be valuable for table use. Water- 
proof paper sheets are frequently glued to 
cloth, and in this way the latter is ren- 
dered impervious to moisture. This water- 
proof paper is good, however, only for 
limited lines of articles. 

Lately the paper pulp mills have been ex- 
perimenting with fireproof paper. In fire- 
proofing wood it has been found necessary 
to inject into it under great pressure non- 
inflammable chemicals, and thus either 
drive out or neutralize the inflammable ma- 
terial of the wood. It has been found that 
these fireproofing substances can be intro- 
duced into the paper pulp much easier than 
they can be injected into wood. Many at- 
tempts have been made to mix the right 
chemicals in the paper pulp to render the 
paper made therefrom fireproof. Not a lit 
tle success has been attained in these ex- 
periments. In fact, the experiments in pro- 
ducing fireproof paper paved the way for 
making fireproof wood. The wood pulp 
that is compressed into molds for general 
household uses, such as for wainscoting, 
dadoes, ceilings and moldings, can be made 
fireproof in the same way as the paper. The 
fireproofing material is introduced and 
mixed with the wood pulp when the latter 
is in a soft, pliable condition, and when 
hardened through hydraulic pressure the 
chemicals remain in the wood. 

This is one of the most interesting lines 
of experiments yet attempted by the wood 
pulp mills. It opens up a world of new 
possibilities. Should they succeed in pro- 
ducing perfect fireproof wood pulp there 
would be nothing to prevent them from fur- 
nishing our builders and marine architects 
with nearly all the interior wood trim- 
mings in pressed material. The demand 
for such fireproof wood pulp products 
would be extensive. Our Navy Depart- 
ment is demanding such material for its 
battleships and cruisers, and the builders 
of the great skyscrapers in our cities are 
just as anxiously looking around for the
